REMARKS. 

The school board do not wish to recomend any changes in the 
managenrent of the schools for the coming year, but will leave thar 
for the next achool board of the district. We have endeavored to 
perform our duttes as far as we thought best. If you think we have 
not, we are willing you should try. “Fakrng the schools as a whole 
they have been satisfactory to the board. At the beginning of the 
year we made a change iu readers whitch we considered for the best 
interest of the schools. In presenting these few brief remarks we wish 
to thank all who have aided 1n any way to help advance the interests 
of education.. We herewith present the geweral and statistical report 
of all the schools for the year ending Feb. 15, 1895. The whole num- 
ber of scholars attending school in town was 140. The whole num- 
ber reported by the Selectmen in April, 1894, was 89 (1 e 44 boys and 
45 girls.) between the ages of 5 and 15 years.

PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


Spring and Fall terms taught by Miss Fannie E. Craig. Miss 
Craig is a teacher of considerable experience, and worke1 hard for 
the good of her pupils. Exccllent improvement was made in all 
the +tudies. Thoroughness was a prominent feature of the school. 

Winter term, of eight weeks, taught by Miss Florette E. Eaton. 
Miss Eaton entered the school with a determination to succeed, and 
her desire to promote the interests of the school made her labors 
successful. When we visited the school, we found the pupils quiet, 
orderly, and studious, and were well pleased with the school. 
There was good progress made for the length of the school. 
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The whole number of different pupils was: boys, 13; girls, 16; 
total, 29. Ages, from 5 vears to 14 yrs. Tmo. Average daily at- 
tendance, 19. Percentage of daly attendance, .8%. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 

The first and second terms, of ten weeks each, were taught by 
Miss Margaret M. Carter, who, at the end of the second term, clo ed 
her labors with us,—bhaving taught this sch: ol for ten consecutive 
terms. The third term, of eight weeks, was taught by F: nnie FE, 
Craig, who had previously taught in our Primary Department 

The whole number of different pupils was 31, whose ages ranged 
from 11 to 22 years: boys, 16; girls, 15. Average daily attendance, 
17. Percentage of daily attendance, .893. 

So far as we can. judgé, the teachers have been faithful and 
painstaking, and the intellectual and moral training has been sys- 
tematic and thorough. At the several examinations, the teachers 
and pupils gave fine exhibitious of school-work ; the recitations 
were highly interesting, and indicated a marked advancement in 
the studies pursued, through the year. 

Our school-rooms are now in excellent condition ; our schools are 
constantly supplied with the latest and best text-books extant; we 
have more than 30 weeks of schooling per annum; the graded 
system of two departments gives advantages not enjoyed by most 
public schools ; many persons now occupying posit‘ons of trust and 
honor have here laid the foundations of their success. Now, if we ~ 
continue to employ good teachers—teachers who know how to 
teach,—we see no reason why our.school should not continue to 
do good educational work in the future, as it has most assuredly 
done in the past.
